Sam~ 
pies have been sent to government head- 
quarters at Washington, they have been 
tested and found to be the toughest sand- 
stone known. A test of 100,000 pounds 
was put upon them and they stood it 
without flinching. The stone takes 
fine polish—another implant advan- 
tage.

Those who owe taxes can 
Ind no fault if they longer neglect to re- 
spond to the uolice of the collector, if 
:hey are put to co«t and trouble, and even 
mprlsoned.

TOBACCO PIPES. 


A Medical Authority That S*T* Clmf 


Prefe ratal* to Wood. 


If tobacco smoking iajnstiflableair all 


on byginmo gronnde, Bays The Lancet, 
it 13 generally conceded that tbe pipe ii 
the least injurious means. Bod tobacco 
piprs differ considerably in material 
aud bhapes, botb of whiob inn at be im- 
portant factors f n determining the char- 
acter of the smoke. Tbns there are tha 
clay, tbe meerschaum and the various 
wooden pipes, tbe brier, cherry or my- 
all. 
Next to tba tobacco, 
therefore, 


which should always be pure and free 
from added flavoring, an expedient 
which is resorted to fur too commonly 
nowadays, probably m many instances 
to cover an inferior quality of tobacco, 
the best kind of pipo is a point to be 
considered. Even assuming that be IB 
smoking good tobacco, theisuioker knows 
bow different in character the Hrnoke 
when drawn from a clay or a wooden 
bowl. There is probably a scientific ex- 
planation of this fact which must bavo 
some bearing on tbe noxious or innocu- 
ous character of the pmoke associated 
with other products of rombnstion. 


A soft clay is invariably cool am oft- 


ing because the acid oils obtained on 
tbe destructive distillation of tbe tobac- 
co are absorbed instead of collecting in 
a little pool, which must eventually 
either by tho volatilization or by me- 
chanical conveyance reach the month. 
A particular pipe "smokes hot" DO* 
occi_jBburily because tbe temperature of 
tho snioko is high, but booaaea it favors 
the passage by one of these means of 
the oils into the mouth. Meerschaum is 
another porous material. Again, an oJd 
wooden pipo or brier, so dear to invet- 
erate smokera, becomes **emootb eniok- 
" because tho pares of the wood 


widen and so absorb, as is the^case with 
clay or meerbchatuii, a large proportion 
of tbe tobacco oil. 


Thus an old pipe "sweats," as it is 


termed—that is, tba oil intrudes into 
tiie expanded pores of tbe wooden bowl 
end at length ciudos. Similarly a Jnook 
shaped pipe ujtibt bo better than a pipe 
the bowl of \\bifcli la on tho &BHIC level 
with the mouth, tor tlio simple reason 
that in tho former a cou^iilerable quan- 
tity of the oil is kept back m the U 
shaped part of 1ho pipe, whilo in tho 
latter the oil travels easily down tho 
stem. Ebonite stems are in general ob 
joctionablo because tbpy commonly spoil 
tho true flavor of tobacco-smoke. This 
is most probably due to the sulphur of 
the ebouite combining with tbe volatile 
oils iu tbe emoka. We know instances 
where ebonite Etems have pioduced dis- 
tinctly objectionable symptoms iu the 
throat, mobt probably fur the reason 
jaat given. 


Bone or real amLcr makes a much 


more Fatisfartcry stem, or tbe pipes 
ebon hi be of wcod throughout. Amber 
substitutes, aud especially celluloid, 
should be discarded entirely as dangor- 
oas, while the flavor of camphor which 
these invariably comramiicate to tfae 
emoke forms a very unpleasant combi- 
nation. ijipos of special construction 
cannot bo regarded with ranch favor, 
Btich as those which are eaid to be hy- 
;iemc and usually contain a BO called 
nicotine absorber. Those smokers who 
require finch auxiliary attachments had 
setter not smoke at all. AB a matter of 
fact tobacco yields little nicotine in the 
Binoke produced on its partial combns- 
;iou. It is mainly to oils-ofa tarry and 
acrid character that the toxic eymptoma 
of tobacco smoking are due.

INVENTOR O'F LEAD PIPE. 


Iret Su gKr*-stf J 
Robert Seydell of 


la In 183O. 


Thero was born in Milton, Pa., in 


JbOO a mail of wonderful genius, it is 
said. His iianio was Robert Seydell, aud 
ae died iu 1847. Four children survive, 
'wo of ivhom reside here—a son, Jacob 
jeydoll, and a daughter, Mrs. Gray. 


Mr. Se>dell van a coppersmith nnd 


,vas almost continuously •working oufe 
some device connected with tbe ma- 
-Lunery in his factory To him, ifc is re- 
ated by some of the oldest citizens of 
.hie place, belongs tbe discovery of tho 
f root! si of making lead pipe, and, like 
nanv other inventors, the idea of mak- 
ng tbe same was stolen from him and 
further developed to its present form of 


mnnfactnre. 
It was in the latter part of the thir- 


_ies that the idea suggested it so If to 
nm, and tbe following is tbe way he 
wrought it out: He first took a sing, or 
casting of lead, placing it on a mandrel, 
or rod of steel, about 10 ieet long and 
an inch in diameter. The mandrel \va« 
lighly polished, and upon this be drew 
or rolled out the lead tu the full length 
of the rod, thus giving him an inch 
lore, end the material was rolled, it is 
said, to a one-fourth inch, making a lo- 
:al diameter 1}£ inches foe tbu pipe. 
After completing several sections of the 
length of tbe mandrel he soldered them 
;ogether, muking the pipe of whatevei 
langth he deaf led. 


He put H to practical use by fasten- 


ing it to pump heads, aud alto running 
t from springs to connect; watering 
roughs and apringhonses in the coun- 
try round about here. Being greatly 
3!eased with bia discovery and receiv- 
ing the most flattering of comment* 
from bis friends and neighbors in this 
.section, be concluded to make hie in- 
vention more widely known, and henou 
made a visit to Philadelphia, taking 
aia denoe -with him.

SHIP TAKEH BY CAVALRf. 


How a Confederate Transport on 


the Coo«*a R.ver Was Captured by 
Horsemen

I.ient.-r'ijl. John F. AVeston, Assistant 


Coinmissary-tfeiiernl of Subsistence, has 
received the medal of honor recently 
awnrderl to hini by Congress for bravery 
dnrni" tlwk civil war. 
It seems that lus particular^ict of brav- 
ery was performed in 18U4, shortly after 
the buttle of llesaca. Lfeiit.-Col. AVe-ston 
was the a mnjor of cavalry attached to 
Con. AVilsou's division. Ht» und his men 
\\ere .in Alabama, about forty miles 
above Montgomery. AVorcl came to Gen. 
AA'ilson that there was n Coiilrderatc 
traiiBport, InOen with tood supplies, some 
where near the junction of the Talhi- 
poosa and the Coo->a rivers. Major AWs- 
ton -\vas ordered to proceed tip the bank 
ML.thejrallanooan. to locate the transport, 
capture it if he could ami if he couldn't 
t<» report the best way to capture it. 


After a innrch of <»c\cial niileft along 
the fehore of the Tnlhipoosa, Mnior AVes- 
ton saw on (lie opposite bank of the. 
river t\\ o or three canoes, which hr 
thought mi^ht be more useful to him iu 
hunting tip a transport than 
caviilrj 


lior&es. Q'tie liver was high, however, 
n ml there \va.s no bridge in sight. Some 
of the officers under him told J:he major 
liat fording the river was oyt of the 
question and "TlKit "there "was 110 other 
means of getting across. The major luitl
